A most peculiar turn has been taken in 
the great asignment case of B. & Hz. 
Berger of Malvegn, Ark., in which dozens 
of big St. Louis firms were interested, and 
which has been through the Supreme Court 
of Arkansas on an appeal from the decision 
of the chancellor before whom it was tried. 

The chancellor was sustained by the Su- 
preme Court, and a short time after the 
chancellor himself was found guilty of for- 
gery and sentenced to the penitentiary for 
aterm of three years. 

While the forgery case against the chan- 
cellor has no direct bearing upon the Ber- 
ger assignment, those directly interestea 
say that it only proves their contention 
that the chancellor was unfair in his decis- 
ion, and in the admission of testimony in 
the original hearing. 

Prior to 1893 B. and H. Berger gonducted 
an immense department store i Malvern 
and bought extensively from St. Lous 
firms. Their credit was the best in the 
Southwest and the bus'ness was cno mous, 
Business difficulties came along and they 
found they were too heavily loaded to 
get through, so they made an ass grenent 
preferring certain creditors, among them 
being their father, Leopold Berger, who 
was put down for $12,000. 

The non-preferred creditors began to fight 
the assignment and at one time thee were 
126 lawyers in the case repiggent ng non- 
preferred claims. 

The assets after the failure amounted to 
$105,000 which would have paid ali the pre- 
ferred claims and left a fair sum to be 
divided among the others.

But Mrs. Clinton was not satisfied with do- 
mestic joys, Her husband thought she was 
too friendly with one of her acquaintances 
but anticipated no denouement, and said 
nothing to her about it.

The address is evident- 
ly written in a cramped hand or with an 
effort at disguise. Within the box was ~ 
plain white handkerchief with 
price mark, 25c, still in one corner.

The statement that the wrapper of the 
candy box was postmarked San Francisco 
puzzles the mai] authorities here. It is not 
the custom to postmark third-class mail, 
the stamps simply being canceled. 

The possibility of the candy having been 
accidentally poisoned at the time of its 
(manufacture is denied by local confection- 
,ers, who say that even if the unusual prac- 
ltice of using coloring matter in the making 
'of chocolates had been used in this case 
the swallowing of the entire amount of 
coloring or dye of a W-pound batch of 
painted candy would have no more serious 
results than a day's illness. No tint or 
other coloring ingredients are used in the 
preparation of candy for market.’
